Violent outburst 


41 people shot, 7 fatally, 
in one of the year’s 
bloodiest weekends

But her compo- 
sure unraveled as 
she walked toward 
the car, a barrage of 
neighbors hugging 
her on the way out of her apartment. By the 
time she reached the front lawn, the mother of 
six was in tears. 


“Our son is dead! Oh, Jesus!” the 57-year-old 
screamed, referring to Cortez, one of her three 
sons, who was killed earlier that morning in 
Austin. “Oh my God! Oh my God! We were 
just talking.” 

At least 28 people were shot—six of them 
fatally— Saturday afternoon into Father’s Day 
Sunday, stretching from 94th Street and Loo- 
mis Avenue on the South Side up to about 
North Avenue and North Pulaski Road on the 
Northwest Side, according to authorities. 

Shootings from Friday afternoon into Satur- 
day left another 13 people shot, one fatally. The 
combined tally resulted in 41 people shot, and 
seven killed this weekend. Last year at about 
the same time, there were 53 people shot, nine 
fatally in one weekend. 

The rash of violent crime came as Chicago 
has seen a large dip in overall homicide and 
shooting numbers this year. 

When asked whether this weekend’s shoot- 


ing numbers cast doubt on the department’s 
crime-fighting strategies, Chicago police 
spokesman Adam Collins insisted they are 
working, noting the city in 2013 has posted its 
lowest homicide totals in years. 

Across the city, reminders of the bloody 
weekend literally stained some of Chicago’s 
streets. In Little Village, 15 lit memorial can- 
dles stood in blood where Ricardo Herrera, 21, 
was fatally wounded and two others shot on 
the 2500 block of South Ridgeway Avenue. 

About five miles away, a long trail of blood 
remained splattered in a Northwest Side alley 
where 16-year-old Kevin Rivera tried to run 
from a gunman on a bicycle, authorities said. 

Rivera’s family was planning to move in 
two weeks from Hermosa, and a social worker 
was enrolling the teenager in the city’s sum- 
mer jobs program. But late Saturday, someone 
shot Rivera in the 4100 block of West North 
Avenue, police said. The boy, who lived a few

Grief-stricken and exhausted, Kevin Rive- 
ra’s family declined to talk about Rivera or his 
death.

In a brief Tribune interview last year, Rivera 
said he had tried to register at Orr Academy 
High School but left after a couple of days be- 
cause he didn’t feel safe there. “There is a lot of 
tension,” he said at the time.

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Why do the Hawks always 
get tripped up on Game 3?

With the Stanley Cup Final tied at one win apiece, 
the Blackhawks will try to regain control of the se- 
ries —and snap two streaks—when they hit the ice 
for Game 3 on Monday in Boston. 

One streak is the Bruins’ six straight wins at 
home. The other is the recent bane of the Hawks’ 
existence in the playoffs. 

The Hawks have lost every Game 3 in the play- 
offs since they won the Cup in 2010. Because they 
have had home-ice advantage in the 2013 Stanley 
Cup run, the third game in each series has been on 
the road. Game 3 resulted in losses to Minnesota, 
Detroit and L.A. 

“I don’t really know what our history has been 
in Game 3s during these playoffs and in previous 
years,” captain Jonathan Toews said. “So it doesn’t 
matter what game we’re in or what the score is in 
the series, we try and play like it’s Game 7 no mat- 
ter what, so that doesn’t change.” 

Of course, the Hawks wanted to head to Boston 
with two wins under their belt. The overtime loss 
Saturday in Game 2 was “frustrating,” players said 
after the game, especially after they dominated in 
the first period. 

“We just got away from the way we play the 
game, the way we were playing early on in the 
game,” Toews said. “So it had nothing to do with 
them turning it on. I think we just started letting 
them do whatever they wanted to and we gave 
them chance after chance, which you saw in the 
overtime period with turning pucks over.” 

Heading into Monday, the team knows it must 
hang on to the momentum it builds for the entire 
game. 

“We've got to keep playing our game and not get 
down,” said goalie Corey Crawford, who made 26 
saves Saturday. 

The Hawks and their fans would have liked a 
win—and a little extra breathing room—but in- 
stead ended up with a tie series. 

“It’s a challenge; you got to win four games and 
it’s a race to get there,” said Patrick Sharp, who

scored the only goal for the Hawks on Saturday. 
“Both teams aren’t going to give up, that’s for sure. 
There’s no point in hanging our heads. We'll re- 
group and get ready to go for the next game.” 

The Hawks will be without their loud, loyal and 
supportive fans when they play at Boston’s TD 
Garden. 

“We know what we’re getting ourselves into 
heading over to Boston and how well they play in 
their building. But that’s not going to change our 
mindset at all,” said Sharp, who leads the NHL this 
postseason with 10 goals, along with the Bruins’ 
David Krejci. “We’re going to find a way to play our 
best game. We’re going to have to.” 

Even if the game goes into overtime again. Un- 
less the Hawks want to break yet another streak

BECOMING YEEZUS 


KANYE WEST ADDS TO HIS LEGACY 
OF ATTITUDE WITH LATEST ALBUM

POR REDEFE 

There's no denying thar Ranve West has be- 
CORTE SVT TANS with ANAT, 

Compared with his current, asoranomical 
stlf-image, though, the Chicagn-raised rap 
fashian icon’s musical beginnings were urn 
ble. People actually likecl him becouse of that 
undercay sratus. Qnee upon atime (24), 
“College Dropnut" came oubef ewer. Pro 
aresdively, Yiewys bellowing tio bas scorched 
the world, and with his sixth solo album, “Ye- 
ezus,” which is set to drop Tuesday but leaked 
online Friday, West again has been hoarding 
Earth’s oxygen with over-the-top interviews 
containing almost exclusively boastful sound- 
bites. How did the 36-year-old rapper get to 
this place? 

Nine years ago, “Dropout” was endearing 
on a cosmetic level, with its pre-pubescent 
soul samples and light-hearted jokes from a 
non-controversial, conscious MC. West had 
a sensitive heart that he wore on pink polo 
sleeves. In fact, he was such a fun, harmless 
backpack performer that he actually rapped 
about wearing a backpack (“Breathe In, 
Breathe Out”). 

"Ye already was doing what he considered 
Very Important Things as early as “Dropout.” 
(Read the lyrics to “Jesus Walks” sometime.) 
When Spin’s Jon Caramanica asked him in 
2005 why he told “60 Minutes” he wasn’t a 
prophet, he said, “I was probably trying to

This season of “The Voice” dismissed every 
possible question about its singing-compe- 
tition superiority except one: Can it pro- 
duce a Kelly Clarkson-size superstar? 

Well, they will certainly try at 7 p.m. 
Monday on NBC—as teenage country 
phenom Danielle Bradbery, alterna-pop 
singer Michelle Chamuel and harmony- 
loving duo The Swon Brothers compete in 
“The Voice” Season 4 finale. 

After all, “The Voice” already has navi- 
gated what could have been a challenging 
season—as new coaches Usher and Sha- 
kira replaced original coaches Christina 
Aguilera and Cee Lo Green with no drop 
in chemistry with Blake Shelton and Adam 
Levine or in ratings. It’s an achievement 
that neither “American Idol” nor “The X 
Factor” can claim in their most recent sea- 
sons. 


No matter what the outcome tonight, 
“The Voice” is already a winner, with more 
than 14 million viewers in April, around the 
same number that “Idol” had for its finale.

Will Superman get some super friends?

So the billion-dollar question is ... can “Man 
of Steel” help DC Comics catch up to Marvel 
Comics at the box office? 

Maybe. 

Warner Bros. is fast-tracking a “Man of 
Steel” sequel, with a “Justice League” super- 
team movie to follow. Deadline.com reported 
that the “Man of Steel” director/writer team of 
Zack Snyder and David S. Goyer would return 
for more. 

Goyer told MTV about some clues within 
“Man of Steel” foretelling possible films in the 
DC universe. A truck and a building bear the 
logo for Lexcorp, the company owned by arch- 
nemesis Lex Luthor, who never appears in this 
installment. If you listen carefully, you'll hear 
mention of S.T.A.R. labs, where, in the com- 
ics, the half-man, half-machine Cyborg is born. 
And a space fight between Superman and Zod 
destroys a satellite bearing a Wayne Industries 
logo. 

Wayne as in Bruce Wayne. 

As in Batman. 

Though maybe not the Batman of Christo- 


pher Nolan’s “Dark Knight” movies. 

“The ‘Dark Knight’ films do not exist in the 
same universe,” Goyer said. “Zack has gone on 
record. The fact that we have Wayne Indus- 
tries on the satellite, Bruce Wayne exists in this 
universe. Lex Luthor exists in this universe. 
Other metahumans do exist in this universe, so 
the hope is, depending on how the film does, 
that we'll be able to roll into some other films.” 

“Man of Steel” pulled in $113.1 million over 
its first weekend of release. “Iron Man 3,” by 
comparison, opened with $174 million earlier

this year. 

Warner Bros., which owns DC Comics, 
tried to reboot the Last Son of Krypton in June 
2006 with “Superman Returns,” starring Bran- 
don Routh. That film opened with $52 million 
and was considered something of a creative 
and box-office failure. 

The studio’s last big superhero movie, “The 
Dark Knight Rises,” grossed $161 million in its 
opening weekend. 

Fans and the studio want a series of DC 
Comics-based films that build on one another, 


as Marvel did with Iron Man, Captain America 
and Thor. 

Marvel is readying a slew of sequels: After 
this year’s “Iron Man 3” ($1.2 billion worldwide 
gross and counting), comes another “Thor” 
this fall and another “Captain America” next 
spring. Next summer, Marvel launches the 
little-known “Guardians of the Galaxy,” which 
somehow will tie in with the “Avengers” sequel 
in 2015. And on and on. 

We held out hope that “Man of Steel” would 
end with a camera panning across a high-tech 
computer screen showing footage of the new 
alien “super man,” a report on a green-clad ring 
slinger (Green Lantern), the discovery of an is- 
land of Amazon women (Wonder Woman) and 
news of a super-fast crime fighter (the Flash). 
In the background we'd hear the distinctive 
accent of Michael Caine saying, “I’ve prepared 
your breakfast, Master Bruce. Will there be 
anything more?” and a shot of Christian Bale 
saying, “Hmm.” 

No such luck. Those staying through the 
credits of “Man of Steel” will be rewarded with
